Grant Approved 
For Elba 


City Schools 


Elmer Taylor, Superinten- 
dent of Elba City Schools, has 
been notified by Congressman 
Bill Dickinsons’ office that a 
grant under the Emergency 
School Assistant Account 
ESAA) in the amount of 

116,634 has been approved for 
the 1974-75 school year. 

Mrs. Helen McCollough is 
the Project Director for this 
program. The original project 
was first submitted in Decem- 
ber, 1973, and was re-written 
and submitted again in March 
1974. 

These funds will be used 
to purchase teaching supplies 
and to employ five reading 
teachers, four math teachers, 
one counselor and three tea- 
cher aids, in addition to the 
regular teachers in these ar- 
eas. 

The Right To Read Pro- 
gram has also been funded 
again for the 1974-75 school 
year in the amount of $57,600. 
The Elba City Schools, Hunts- 
ville City Schools and Mont- 
gomery County Schools are 
the only system in the state 
that have been awarded this 
grant. 

Mrs, Addieleen Prescott is 
Director of this program and 
this will be the second year 
of its operation in the Elba 
City Schools. 

Four reading specialist and 
four par-professionals will 
work as a team with the regu- 
lar classroom teachers, Con- 
sultants will be used for Staff 
Development in reading for all 
personnel. Teaching supplies 
and materials will be pur- 
chased. Visitation to other 
school systems will also be 
provided by this program.

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A DAY TO HONOR AMERICA 
. July 4th, 1974 


John Hancock of Massachusetts signed the Declara- 
tion of Independence with a bold, elaborate and most 
legible flourish. It was followed by the signatures of 
55 others from the 13 American colonies, 198 years 


ago today. 


And in signing this document they called their 
erstwhile colonies, “FREE AND INDEPENDENT 
STATES”, by appealing to the Protection of divine 
Providence (the capitals are theirs) and did “mutually 
pledge to each other our lives, our Fortunes, and our 


Sacred Honor.” 


On July 4, 1776, this was no empty pledge. It 
meant very starkly that each signer had affixed his 
signature to his own death warrant. Each inscription 
convicted its perpetrator, automatically, of treason, 

Yet such was the overwhelming strength of their 
patriotism in their fledgling nation that they pledged 
their all that it might be achieved. 

And in years of battle, blood, hardship and often 
despair, it was achieved. Today nearly two centuries 
later, we of America are still a nation bound by the 
principles set forth in that Declaration and in the 
Constitution which followed it. 

John Adams, second President of the United States, 
wrote of July Fourth—‘lt ought to be solemnized 
with pomp and parade, with shows, guns, betls, bon- 
fires, and illuminutions, from one end of the country 
to the other, from this time forever more.” 

Our nation has survived much, from minor up- 
heayaly to major cor:uptiuns, to bloody civil war. But 
that Declaration and that Constitution remain intact, 
We still pledge to them our lives, our fortunes, and our 


sacred honor. 


And in these troubled tinies, more than ever, we 
might take heed of one of our most prominent con- 
temporary constitutional lawyers, Louis Nizer, who 
in a recent address at New York University Law 


School, suid: 


“Ours is a great and noble nation, We must not 
give vent to despondency or skepticism, . .our great 
nation couldn't have achieved its eminence in science, 
business, and culture without a healthy core...” 

We hold these truths to be self-evident. .. 

And by honoring America’s founders we also honor 


America, itself,

Fire Guts Dyess 


Home Sunday 


The home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Wilson Dyess, Smith Avenue, 
was completely destroyed by 
fire on Sunday between the hours 
of 9:30 and 11:15 a.m. The un- 
determined origin of the blaze 
was so intent that the entire 
interior of the home was de- 
molished leaving only the outer 
structure standing. Though, the 
photos do not clearly show the 
damage sustained to the home -

The heat from the blaze 
spreading through the back of 
the house melted artifical slor- 
al arrangements and smoked 
the draperies with such intense 
heat that the touch of the hand 
Lo them caused th_1i to crumble.

Ed Cooper Appointed To 


School Board 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday night of this week. This 
meeting was scheduled for last 
Tuesday night, but was post- 
poned due to several council- 
being on vacation. 

The first order of business 
was the appointment of Edwin 
Cooper to the Elba School 
Board. Cooper replaces Dr. 
James Clay, whose term had 
expired. Dr. Clay had asked 
that he not be reappointed, not- 
ing that he had served a num- 
ber of years on the board and 
felt he should be replaced. 

The council also passed a 


resolution to borrow up to 
$40,000 to pay for the con- 
Struction and paving work 


around the new T-hangers be- 
ing constructed at the Elba 
Airport. This money will be 
borrowed equally from the two 
Elba banks at 8% interest. These 
hangers are to replace those 


destroyed by a tornado last 
year. They are bing re-located 
north of the Dorsey hanger in 
anticipation of the extension 
of the east-west runway to a 
length of 5000 feet. This will 
allow bigger and faster air- 
craft to use the airport. The 
5000 length will handle the small 
business jets now popular with 
many industrial firms. 

The council reviewed plans 
for building a new public li- 
brary but decided to postpone 
the construction in hopes some 
way can be found to acquire a 
federal grant to defray part 
of the construction. 

It was approved by the coun- 
cil to contribute $50 monthly 
to the local Human Resources 
Development Commission 
(Community Action).
